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EARLY ANTI-SLVERY HISTORY. 


Mr. John Jay delivered the fifth Anti-Slavery 
lecture of the New York course. We copy from 
the Anti-Slavery Standard the following extract, 
from the manuscript speech: 

The first meeting for the purpose of forming the 
Society for promoting the Manumission of Slaves, 
and protecting such of them as have been or may 
be liberated, was held at the house of Jolin Sim- 
mons, Inn-keeper, which stood at the corner of 
Wall and Nassau streets, where the Express oflice 
now stands. Among the persons present were 
Robert Browne, Samuel Franklyn, John Murray, 
Jr., Judge Robert Troup, Melancthon Smith, Wiliet 
Seaman, Willian Reed, James Cogswell, William 
Shotwell, and Ezekiel Robbins; and a Committee 
was appointed to report a set of rules fur the gov- 
ernment of the Society. 

On the 4th of February, Judge Troup, on behalf 
of the Committee, made a report, which, after 
debate and amendment, was agreed to. 

The principles of the Society were stated in these 
words, which, it will be chserved, are clear and dis- 
tinct in their recognition of the natural and equal 
right of the slaves to civil and religious liberty : 

“The Benevolent Creator and Father of Men 
“having given to all an equal right to lite, liberty 
“and property, no Sovereign power on earth cau 
“justly deprive them of eitLer, but in conformity to 
“impartial Government and laws to which they 
“have expressly or tacitly consented. 

“Ttis our duty, therefore, both as free Citizens 
“and Christians, not only to regard with compas 
“sion the injustice done to those among us who arc 
“held as slaves, but to endeavor, by all lawful ways 
“and means, to enable them to share equally with 
“us that civil and religious liberty with which an 
“indulgent Providence has blessed these States, 
“and to which these our brethren are by nature as 
‘much entitled as ourselves.” 

It was provided that the Society should meet 
quarterly, and that the officers should consist oi a 
President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer, 
and a Standing Committee of six members, who 
were ordered tu meet weekly, and to report to the 
Society in writing every quarter. 

Foliowing the Constitution are the names of 282 
members, many of them in autographs. The 
of these is that of Jolin Jay, who was elected Pres- 
ident of the Society, and continued to hold the 
office until his appointment as Chief Justice, in 
1789, induced him to resign it; when Alexander 
Hamilion, whose autograph is also among the sign- 
ers, was elected in his piace. 

Upon the views of my grandfather on this inter- 
esting question of Slavery, you willsecarcely expect 
me to enlarge. They have been already frequeatly 
published aud are widely known; and were thicy 
not, the thought that eieven years of my bovh 
were spent under his roof, and my fresh recollee- 
tions of his venerable presence and gentle counsels, 
might well be regarded as untitting me fur speaking 
of him in that spirit of impartial criticism which 
befits the subject. I turn, therefore, to his emi- 
nent successor in the Presidency of the Society, 
Alexander I[aimilton. 

The position occupied by Hamilton in American 
history, and especially the part he bore in framing 
our national Constitution and securing the union o! 
the States—the vigor of his understanding and the 
entire absence in his character of aught that could 
be construed as funaticism—-add interest to his 
adoption of the views, and his promotion of the 
objects of the Abolitionists of New York.

Last in our enumeration, but firstin that glorious 
work, its earliest promoters—its most faithtul, self- 
denying, persevering and consistent prosecutors 
through long and weary, againsi bitter opposition 
and cruel slanders—were the members of the Soci- 
ety of Friends; and so long as New York shall 
constitute a sovereign State and liberty and pros- 
perity shall crown her citizens, so long will she 
hold in the warmest remembrance the names of 
those who first resolred to banish Slavery from her 
borders and to elevate the Negroes into men.

The review we have thus taken of Slavery in 
New York and its abolition possesses for usa value 
and importance beyond the mere interest, great as 
it may be, which we naturally feel in the progress 
of so grand a work as the eradication of Slavery 
and the slave trade from a great State, and the se- 
curing, by philanthropic effort, the blessing of free- 
dom to a long oppressed and helpless people. 

It has for us a higher, deeper interest, both for 
the present and future, as disposing of what, to 
many, has been a stumbling block in the way of 
manly efforts for American freedom, by disclosing 
the views and conduct, upon this very question of 
Abolition, of the great men who, in the midst of 
their labors in the Manumission Society of New 
York, assisted in forming the Federal Constitution, 
stamped upon its features the impress of their clear 
intellects and steady patriotism, and by their elo- 
quence, secured its adoption against an active and 
determined opposition.

The 
have since been advanced by the Slave States, and 
so largely admitted in the Legislation of Congress, 
for the protection, encouragement and extension of 
Slavery, were then not merely unacknowledged, 
but unknown. 

While the absence of all power on the part of 
the General Government to interfere with Slavery 
in the States was unhesitatingly recognised, the 
principle that Freedom is national, and Slavery 
sectional, was the cardinal principle that Freedom 
is the national creed, and the great statesman of the 
Revolution who framed the Constitution, and knew 
its meaning Adams and Hamilton, Jefferson and 
Franklin, and many of their associates from the 
Southern States while they deplored the limits that 
had been set te the authority of Congress on the 
subject of Slavery and the slave trade, were well 
agreed upon the line of its duty.

Cork.—Many persons use corks daily without 


a species of oak, which grows wild in the southern 
countries in Europe. ‘The tree is stripped of its 
hark at about sixteen years old: but before strip- 
ping it of, the tree is evt down, asin the ease of 
the oak.
